Lo.NDo.v, Feb. 8.— In the Ilouae of 
Lords, after ttie address in reply to the 
speech from the throne had been moved 
and seconded, the Earl of Kimberley, 
the opposition leader, replied that he 
regarded the local government of Ireland 
aa being one of the moat important sub- 
jects of the (.2'ioen'B Bpeech, and while 
lie retarded the government iiieaBure 
favorably, lie was compelled to adii tliat 
the Liberal party remained of opinion 
that the only permanent way of satisfy- 
ing Ireland was to eatabliah home rule. 
He mildly criticized the government's 
policy in the Soudan, West Africa and 
tlio Far East, but ho eaid he wished to 
extract no erabarraBainp. information. 
When a cabinet niiniUer, however, 
spolie of war lie thouj,hl it time parlia- 
ment was told jdainly what was meant. 

Tlie Jlarcjuia of Salisbury replied. He 
expressed .he hope that the td'orta of 
the Enjjliah in Egypt would reault in 
the capture of Khartoum. Referring to 
theCiiiutsj queation he aaid: "I will 
not use a word which aeema to grate on 
tli(3 eara of the Earl of Kimberley, but 1 
may say there no effort which this coun- 
try would not ratlier make ttian Iohb our 
treaty rights. At the eame time no one 
has evidenced tlie slighteet intention of 
infringing those righta. In regard to the 
loan, it ia true that we auggeated na one 
ol the conditiona the opening of Talien- 
wau aa a treaty port, China mailo some 
objections, and linally aa a comjiroiniae 
on ttiG luth I BUtjgeated that the mattei 
bo left in aljeyance until the railway 
reached Talienwan, when it should be 
opened aa a treaty port. Sir Claude 
Rlacdonald, tiio British ininialer at 
Pekin, replied tlie next day that China 
accepted thia, and eince tlien I have 
heard nothing to the contrary. The old 
queation of the loan ia still negotiating." 
Lord Saliabury added: " I have received 
spontaneous aaeu ranee from the Uuesiai] 
government that nuy port opened in 
China will be open to free cotutuerce." 

Lord Salisbury said the conceasioiib 
the government had asked in return foi 
the Chinese loan werewillinut (!Xceptioti 
directed toward increHBiji^; tiio trade 
with Cliina and contained nutliing in- 
jurious t'l Cliina her-.elf. Kefarding the 
iiiunediate opening of Talienwan, aaid 
Ilia Lurdsliip, " ttio Cliinefo council bat- 
iuforiiicd ua that it would embarraet- 
tlieni inucb. For reaaona that it is not 
necetaary to enter into very cloaely and 
for tlieirowu peraonul coiiilort and well- 
beiuK, tlioy expressed the desire lliat 
we sliould not inaiflt on the proposal. 
Whereupon I replied tliat tbe proposal 
was uot eeseutial, thougli we Ihougbt il 
advantageous, and I aoggested, as a com- 
promise, that tbe opening of Talienwan 
bo deferred until tbe railway reached tin 
port. 

" It ia obvious to everyone knowing 
the country well that the district behind 
Talienwan is practieally worthless. No 
trade could arise till tbe railway reached 
the port. A few days afterwards Sir 
Claude McDcnald reported that th( 
coniproiniae was accepted as a condition 
of the loan, and since then I have heard 
no more about Talienwan. But I am 
bound to Bay I am not very much inter 
ested, aa I recently received from liw- 
sia a written aasurance that any iiori 
they olitain leave to employ us an oulkt 
for their coin morco will be a free poit 
for all the commerce of this country. A 
free port ia luucii butter llian a treaty 
port, and thua having ascertained thiii 
Talienwan was to be a free port, it in 
tores'-s very little indeed to know who 
ther it will be a treaty port or not. 

" I may say that similar aaaurances 
have been made by the German govern- 
ment respeuting tbe territory tbey re- 
cently OGCupiea. Indeed the German 
government went further and were more 
flattering to ua, for the Garinan ambaa- 
aador told me they had concluded that 
our manner of dealing with, sucii thinge 
waa hotter than theira, and, In thia in- 
atance at any rate, they intended to 
imitate ourraetliode. 

Regarding the loan, I hope in a feu' 
days to lay the papers on the table dei'.l- 
ing with it, but I warn tlio noble carl 
that the information will l)o exceedingly 
scanty when it ap))eara." Turning to 
India, Lord Salisbury declared that the 
troublea with the Afridis wore not due 
to the occupation of Chitral nor to fan- 
aticism, but to terror at the approach of 
civilization. It was only intiBhaed to oc- 
cupy auch additional pbats on the front- 
ier as competent military authoritios 
deemed ahsolctely neoessary.

Chicago, Feb. 8,— Edward Ilodyman, 
the ahaconding treasurer of the Chicago 
Building Trades Council, has been lo- 
cated on his way to Klondike. He is un- 
der arrest in areiUote part' of theNorth- 
west and a detective left Chicago to-day 
to bring him back. Hodgman^a ehort- 
age is Baid to reach nearly. $26,000. 



JAMESON EAID TO DAWSON. 

story of American Plot to Fly the Stars 
and Stripes Over the JQondike. 

LoNDON.Feb. 8.— The Star;to-day,under 
the heading of " Raid of -the Klondike," 
quoted an anonymous American corre- 
spondent who recently arrived in Eng- 
land, as saying with reference to the re- 
lief expeditions to the Klondike, that 
those who are familiar with the facta, 
" know that this excuse is as flimsy aa 
Jameson's desire to relieve the women 
and children of Johannesbu-g." 

Continuing the anonymous correspon- 
dent remarks : " Every American knows 
this to he another Jainoson raid and that 
the Americana intend to keep control of 
the Klondike, The Kiontlikers have 
already announced that the Stars and 
Stripea will be flying at Dawaon City hv 
July 4. 

"It would pleaao a largo body of 
Americans if the Klondike could be 
made a pretext for war between Eng 
land and the United .States, which 
would result in the annexation of Can 
ada." There ia much in the same 
strain.

A MAN CHOPPED UP. 

New York Crime With Both the Victim and 
Perpetrator Unknown. 

New York, Feb. 8.— Tbe mutilated 
body of a man without a stitch of cloth- 
ing on wa j found in the East river by a 
policeman to-day. Half of the head was 
mieiing, the right leg was cut oil' at the 
hip, tlio left leg was cut oil at the knee, 
and both arms were gone, having been 
cut oil' close to the shoulders. The po- 
lice believe that another murder mya- 
tery of a similar character to the recent 
Guldensuppecaso has been unearthed by 
the discovery of this body. The man 
apparently had been strangled to death, 
stabbed with some sharp inatrument, 
thought to be a stiletto, and then cut to 
pieces in the most ruthlesa manner. 

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Improvements in the Telegraph Service- 
Contractor Mackenzie Negotiating 
at Winnipeg, 

WiNNii'KG, Feb. 8. — (Special)— Supt, 
Jenkins, of the C.P.R. telegrapha, eaya : 
" I have a wire thia mornin'.; from tlie 
manager of our telegraphs, .Mr. Iloamer, 
that a heavy copper wire is to be atrunu 
from Montreal through to the I'acilic 
Coaat immediately. Tliia will greatly 
facilitate the service. The new cable to 
bo laid between Vancouver and Victoria 
will loavo England On one of the com- 
pany's new Bteamera recently purchased 
for tlie Vukon traffic." 

IMr. AVilliam Mackenzie waa in con- 
ference with the provincial cabinet 
ministers all morning. The ministers 
would not give out any information for 
publii;ation, but it is understood that 
railway mattera were under consider- 
ation.

*■ IFrom Oar Own Correspondent.t 
Ottawa, Feb. 8.— The house has been 

engaged all day in diacuasing the Vukon 
railway bill. The terms of the contract, 
as explained by Mr. Blair, contain im- 
portant pointa not covered by the biaaeed 
version first given by the government 
press. The contractors may elect to start 
from either Glenora, Telegraph Creek or 
Clearwater river. Tlie railway when fully 
completed is to be of standard gauge, 
equal to the KaaloA Slocan railway. Thia 
year the line need not be fully completed, 
but must be available for operation. The 
contractors may locate tbe line aa tbey 
please and need not file plana with tbe 
department. Power is conferred to build 
to Dawson City aa well as certain branch 
linea. The company has full powera re- 
garding docka, wharves, telograph and 
telephone lines, mining and amelting 
powers. 

Aa soon as the company ia incorporated 
to acquire the works or carry them out 
the contractors are to be relieved of per- 
sonal reeponaibility. The contractors are 
to receive interest on their deposit. 

Half of the landa given aa suljsidy 
must be chosen within three years from 
September 1, and the remainder within 
six ye&rs. No portion of the beds of the 
rivers Yukon, Lewis or Hootalinqua, or 
of lakea Teslin, Bennett, Tagish, Le- 
barge, or Marsh, or of the banks there- 
of, to 25 feet above high water mark, 
shall pace to the contractors. 

Tbe contract waa signed January 25, 
and approved by His Excellency yester- 
day. * 

Mr. Blair spoke with unnecessary 
warmth and waa evidently not very 
familiar with his subject. Mr. Foster 
elicited the confession that the minister 
knew nothing about tbe transhipment 
of goods at Wrangel from ocean steamers 
to river boats, neither had he sought an 
authoritative opinion from law officers 
of tbe crown as to the status of Canada 
there.

The bill was finally read a 
first time. 

The Senate apsnt the afternoon dis- 
cussing the address. Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell said the subsidy given to Mac- 
ken/.io & Mann ahowed wanton extrava- 
gance on the part of the government. 
Tlie case for urgency waa not tuado out. 

Hon. David Mills, leader of the gov- 
ernment, made the somewhat startling 
announcement that there were special 
reasons of state for rushing this railway. 
If the Senate knew all the facts not a 
diaaent would lie raiaed. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell remarked that 
thia information should be forthconyng, 
but Mr. Mills said he was not in a posi- . 
tion to give it. 

Mr. Mills' statement is the talk of the 
lobby and thought to be very aignilicant. 
It is said the government fears lawleee- 
ness in the country and will send more 
))olice in.

Tor.oNTo, Feb. S.— Tlie rdvisional 
court at Ofgoode hall thia morning 
(.'ranted a new trial in the case of AV. ,T. 
Hammond, who was condemned to be 
iianged on Friday the 18th for the mur- 
der of his wife, Kate Hammond, at 
Gravenhurst. Hammond is very dan- 
uerously ill, and it ia doubtful if he will 
live for a new trial.

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The Quepn's Speech Treats at Length 
of Warfare aud Pestilence 
in India. 



Defence of Empire Now Calls [for 
Expenditure Beyond Any 
Precedent. 



LoNdoK, Feb. 8.— The fourth aeBaion of 
the fourteenth parliament of (iueen Vic- 
toria and the twenty-sixth of the Unit d 
KiD<;doijn, waa opened by commiesion at 
i; oVlouli this afternoon with the cue 
touiary ceremonies. 

The Qneen'a Bpeech was aa follows : 
" Lords and Oentlemen : 

'• My relations with other powers con 
tinue friendly. 

"Negotiations between the Sultan of 
Turkey and the King of Greece have 
been brought to a conclusion by the sig- 
nature of 11 treaty of peace, under which 
the territorial relations between the two 
powers are practically unchanged. 

" The quogtion of tho autonomous gov- 
ernment of tho Island of Crete has occu- 
pied the attention of tho powers. The 
difliciilty of arriviciK at a unanimous 
agreement on aoiiiu points has unduly 
protracted deliberations, but 1 hope that 
th 386 obstacles will be before long sur- 
mou nted. 

" Intelligence, which is apparently 
trustworthy, has ))Hen received of the 
intention of the '.vhalifa ■ to advance 
against tho Egyptians in tho Soudan, 
and I have therefore given directions 
that British troops ahould bo despatched 
to Berber to tbe aaaistanco of Ilia High 
ness the KhedivBi 

" I have concluded a treaty of Iriend- 
ship and commerce witfi His Majesty the 
Emperor of Abyssinia. 

" The report of the commission ap 
pointed in December, 189C, to inquire 
into the condition of certain of my West 
Indian colonies has conclusively estab- 
lished the existence of severe depresaien 
in those colonies, caused by the heavy 
decline in the price of sugar, which is 
mainly attributable to a reduction in the 
cost ot production and the great increase 
in its extent in recent years. But the 
fall has been artificially atiniulated by 
the system of bounties whicti producers 
and manufacturers of beet root sugar has 
maintained iu European states. There 
seems to be a growing opinion in these 
states that this system ia injurious to 
the interests of their population, and 
communications are now in progress be- 
tween my government and the govern- 
ment principally concerned, with a viaw 
to a conference on the subject, which I 
trust may result in the abolition of the 
bounties. In tho meantime a measure 
will be proposed to you for tho relief of 
the immediate necessity of the West 
Indian colonies, for ttie encoimginK of 
other industries, and the assisting of 
those engaged in sugar cnltivation to 
tide over the present crisis. 

'• On the northwestern border of my 
Indian empire an organized outbreak of 
lanatacism, which spread in the summer 
along the frontier, induced many tribes 
to break their •engagements with my 
government, to attack the military posts 
in their vicinity, and even invade the 
settled diatrieta of my territory. I waa 
compelled to send expeditions against 
these offending tribes for the punish- 
ment of tho outrages and to insure peace 
in the future. A portion of the Afridi 
tribes have not yet accepted tho terms 
offered them, but elsewhere operations 
were brought to a very successful close. 
Tbe courage and endurance exhibited by 
iny troops, British and native, overcame 
almost insuperable difficulties in the 
country in which they were operating, but 
I have to deplore the loss of many valu- 
uble lives, luth among my own trojps 
i'.ijd tliuee in tlia serviite voluntarily, luy- 
h!!y I'l.icvil at my disposal by native 
|irinc;;aof my Indian empire." 

Ine rest of the ppjech deals with re- 
(■ir.(!e«enca of the iilague, and says: 
'• Al'.huii^ii tlin mortality ia less alarm- 
mil: tbnn in IS'J", there is Still such cause 
for anxiety that no effort will be spared 
to mitigate it.'' 

Her Majesty then rejoices in the fact 
that the famine is ended iu India, ex- 
cept in a small tract near Madras, and 
says there is reason to anticipate a pros- 
perous year both for agriculture and 
commerce thronghout India. 
QentI, nu n iij the llniiH' t>J Ciiininitii^: 

" The estimates which will be laid bo- 
fore you have been examined with the 
utmost deaire for econoiny, but in view 
of the euormouB armaments now main- 
tained by other nations, tiio duty of pro- 
vidmg for the defence of tho Kmpire in- 
volves an expenditure beyond former 
precedent." 

Dealing with the proposed legislation, 
the speech from the throne says that 
measaree will be Introduced for the or- 
ganizition of a eyutom of local govern- 
ment in Ireland, substantially similar to 
Great Hritaia'n, to eccuro increaspd 
strength and i-fficiencv in the army 
improviag prceent conditions of mili- 
tary Eorvice, to enable accused pooule 
to testify in their own defence, to facili- 
tate tho creating of inunicipalitieH in 
London, and to prevent recognized 
abuses in eouuection with church 
patronage. 

There are nine other measures of 
minor importance. 
The Queen's speech concludes : 
" I heartily commend your momentous 
deliberations to the care and guidance 
of Almighty God." 

Previous to the reassembling of paWia- 
inent the usual parly of beef-eatera,_ ac- 
i;ompauied by a number of officials, 
heiuled by Chief Inspector of Police 
ilorsley, made the customary search for 
imitators of Guy Fawkes.

inimical to the safety of the members. 

The first member to enter the House, 
Mr. Kobert Aahcroft, Conservative mem- 
ber for Oldham, arrived at 5:30 a.m. 
The second member, Mr. Thomas 
Loughy, Liberal member for the West 
Division of Islington, entered at G:30 
a.m., followed by a continuous stream of 
members of parliament, the early arrival 
being duo to the fact that there is not 
room enough in the house to afford ench 
a seat, hence the annual scramble for 
places, which are secured by placing a 
hat with a visiting card upon the chosen 
Beat. 

The Irish parliamentary party met in 
committee room No. 15. Timothy M. 
Healy and sai)iorto-B, who abstained 
from attending tlio party meeting at the 
previous last session of parliament, were 
present. ]\Ir. John Dillon waa re-elected 
chairman, and the whips aud secretaries 
were also re-elected. 

Mr. Healy proposed Sir. Edmund 
Vesey Knox, member for the city of 
fjondonderry, as chairman, and Mr. 
Michael Davitt proposed iSlr. John Dil- 
lon, who was elected bv a vote of 3! 
to 11. 

On the resumption of businese in tho 
House of Oommons this afternoon the 
new members toolc their seats. Admiral 
Lord Charles Beresford, recently elected 
for York, waa loudly greeted, while J. 
M. Campbell, the new member for the 
St. Steplien's Green division of Dublin, 
on taking the oath, waa greeted by the 
Irish members with cries of " Lodger," 
referring to the alleijed election frauds 
in that diviaion. 

On a sessional motion that peers and 
lord liouienanta aiiould not interfere in 
elections. Right Hon. James Lowthor, 
member for tlie Isle of Thanet, moved 
to amend it by omitting the word 
•' peers." Jlr. Balfour admitted that 
it was true the house had no power to 
enforce the order, hut unless invited by 
the opposition leader, Sir Wni. Vernon 
Harcourt, to adopt auother course, he 
would vote against the amendment. 
Eventually the amendment was nega 
tived by 319 to 100 votes. 

Mr. Gerald Balfour, the chief secre 
tary for Ireland, gave notice that he 
would introduce on Thursday tbe local 
government bUi for Ireland. 

After notices of introduction of other 
bills had been given Speaker Gully read 
the Queen 'a speech which had previoasly 
been rend to both houses of parliament 
and the address in reply was moved and 
seconded, Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
the opposition loader, replied. He said 
tho government could not complain tliiit 
tlie tioiise and country were demanding 
explanations upon many matters. When 
100,000 men were in arms in various 
parts they conld not congratulate them- 
selves. 

In reply to Sir William Vernon Ilar- 
court's general attack on tho govern- 
ment's policy in the past, ]Mr. Balfour 
spoke briefly, and to the same efl'ect as 
Lord Salisbury had spoken in the House 
of I>ords, conveying the impression that 
ttio negotiations as to the loan were 
ended. He added that the government 
adhered to the statements already made 
ontside the house by the chancellor of 
the exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, and liimself with respect to tlie 
protection of Briliah treaty and com- 
mercial rights in China. 

Sir Chas. Dilke, Radical member for 
tho Forest of Dean, attacked Lord Salis- 
bury's concessions to France in Siam, 
Tunis and ?iladagascar, which he said 
wore not hopeful indications of firm in- 
sistence upon British treaty rights in 
China. 

Mr. Gearge X. Cnrzon, under secre- 
tary for the foreign office, said Russia's 
action at Port Arthur was fully within 
her rights as secured by the treaty of 
Tientsin. 

Mr. Balfoar announced that Great 
Britain, France and Bussia had agreed 
to guarantee a Greek loan jointly. 

Losnos, Feb. fl. — Tho morning papers 
generally praise Lord Salisbary's state- 
ment yesterday aa I" tbe CliinesH sil na- 
tion. 'I'be Daily XewR, the Liberal 
oriiaii, gives him credit for surrendorink 
notiiiug uud obtaining more than be 
.lakcd. 

It was said in city circles vfieterday 
that China had dropped all negotiat inna 
wit.b l.be powers for a loan. Lord S.tlis- 
biiry waa rather reticent on the subject. 
Mr. Balfour, however, said the negotia- 
tiona had been practically in abeyance 
for several weeks, adding that the Chin- 
ese did not now ask for money and that 
there was the end of it. •

COPPER RIVER ROUTE. 

A Prospector Declares That This Alleged 
Entry to Yukon is Altogetber 
Impassable. 

VANcduvEn, Feb! 8.— (Special)— T. F. 
Sinclair has returned from the Copper 

river district, so much advertised by the 
Northern Pacific Railway as a likely 
route to tho Yukon. He says tho route 
ia utterly impracticable. A short dist- 
ance from Die eea the river divides into 
three or four mouths, nil of which are 
besot with flats and sand-bars, and the 
water ia extremely ahallow and swift. 
Further up tho river are numerous 
irlaciers which project and are continu- 
ally breaking off into tho river, causing 
whirlpools and eddies. After the glacial 
belt the river paaaes through a succea- 
aion of deep canyons, resulting in im- 
passable rapids'. The river ia not navi- 
gable for croft of the lightesi; draft ; even 
Indian canoes in experienced hands can 
only be used in certain places. Valdez 
bay at the head of Copper river, has a 
glacier at tbe head of navigation which, 
ia impassable except on foot. Pack 
animals cannot cross it, and it can bo 
only crossed on foot at great hazzard. 
The interior of this district ia unexplor- 
ed, but from the nature of tho surrouud- 
ing country is deemed impassable. 




Story That Five Thousand Are About 
to Be Shipped from 
Honolulu, 



They Would Work in Gangs aa Con- 
tract LaborerB at Plantation 
Pay. 



New York, Feb. 8.— A special to the 
Tribune from San Francisco to-day re- 
ports Alexander Sheppard, who has just 
reached that city from Honolulu, assay- 
ing: "Japan is going to invade tho 
Klondike. An army of 5,000 able-bodied 
laborers is being got together for the 
gold fields and in a month it 
will make a descent upon Dawson City. 

One of tho Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
steamers will bring tho men over, hot as 
they will not land on tho soil of the 
United States thero will bo no one to 
eay them nay unless Great Britain takes 
a band in the matter. Either they will 
go to Victoria and thence over the 
British trail into the Yukon district or 
they will go to St. Micliael's and then 
up tho Yukon on river steamers. 

"Nearly all the Japanese who will go 
to the Klondike will come from Hawaii. 
Many laborers on the islands are getting 
ready to go nortb aa soon as their con- 
tract time expires. 

" A syndicate iu Japan is behind the 
schenio, and tho laborers will only get 
tho same pay as they do in the planta- 
tions. Ovoraeera will go with thorn, and 
ttie coolies will be worked in gangs. 
Outside of these, lota of Japanese who 
have saved a little money on their own 
account will go, aud I would not be sur- 
prised to see 7,000 or 8,000 stretched out 
along the i^anks of the Yukon." 

TEOOFS FOR SKAttWAY. 

Washfngton Orders a Detacbment Sent For' 
ward Immediately. 

WASHiNaTON, Feb. 8.— In accordance 
with a decision of tlie cabinet to take 
steps to protect life and property at the 
Alaskan seaports, the war department 
to-day framed and forwarded the follow- 
ing instructions to General Merriam at 
Vancouver barracks, Woshinpton : 
" Make all necessary arrangementa to 
send the regimental headquarters band 
and companies of the 14th Infantry to 
Dyea and two companies of tbe same 
regiment to Skagway, Alaska, prepared 
to stay at least through the summer aea- 
son. Some suitable and temporary quar- 
ters to be arranged for the troops. 
Further instructions to be sent later aud 
tbe troops will go as early as proper ar- 
rangements can be made." 

LANDSLIDE AT QUESNELLE. 

Report That Three Miners Have Been En- 
tombed by an Awful Avalanche. 

Vaniouvkii, h'eb. 8. — News has 
reached here from 150-Milo House that 
three miners named William Allen, 
Joe Rich and Alexander McLean, were 
buried under a heavy land slide, 
which occurred at the Forks of Ciues- 
nelle, five miles below the town. 

The slide was a, thousand feet wide, 
eight hundred feet long and twenty-five 
feet high.

rOLL COURT. 



A Number of Decisions Given on Various 
Appeals.

Weird Dance. 



There ia a new light in the niediuine 
inaa and dancing way on tlie SongheeH In- 
dian reservation. Ho sprung into 
existence about six weeica aeo, andisinco 
bia advent the Indiana tiave spent atl 
their spare cash, and poseibly more, in 
giving liim a chance to show his trana- 
cendeutal qualitieB. 

Jimiuie Fraaer two months au;o was 
practically unknown. Then he became 
tlie Biibjact ol dreama in which the wild 
lieaots of tlie forest, the birds of tbe air 
and tlio fisl) of IIjb briny jXeep said 
ptraiit;e and luyaterious tiiinna to liiin. 
He kept tiio dreams to himself for a 
time, but they came bot, and fast and he 
fdlt compelled to reveal tLein. 

The news apremt iliron^^h the 
reservation and it was rosolve.t to 
give "Jimmio" a cliance. Tlie 
chance came yesterday, «heu in cliu 
large buildiuj; across the railroad lirid^o, 
a crowd of Indians and half-breeds, num- 
bering perhaps one hundred and (ifty, 
gathered to see the moat unifpiB and 
grotesque exhibition the reservation iiae 
seen for many days. A huge lire was 
built in the centre of the long low build- 
ing and tbe Indiana and half-breeda, 
with a solemn eemi-ezpeetant attitude., 
eurronnded it. Jimmie, like all great 
actors, kept hia audience waiting. The 
silence became inipreeaive. Thou, with a 
wild unearthly whoop, Frasor, his head 
hedei-ked with feathera and his face 
hideously painted, spnui}; into the riuy. 
Like a French ballet dancer, he wheeled 
around the ring apparently on one too, 
at the same time chanting a alow melan- 
choly air entirely out of keeping with 
his I'ightning-like movenionla. 

Then the fun comnieuced in earnest, 
(iutteral remark?, apjiarently indicative 
of the high esteem the young dancer was 
already held in, were first lieard from 
some of the older Indians. The cries of 
encouragement were then taken up by 
the younger men, and finally the old and 
young klootchnien joined in the general 
c'lorus and raised a hideous ear-split- 
ting din. 

Jimmie received his honorB as calmly 
aa hia dance would permit. For a time 
be made no effort to do more than re- 
main on the earth paved floor one 
minute out of five. At last getting down 
to business lie broke forth in song. He 
sang oi hia numerous dreams of recent, 
date, in which jjarticularly a wise old 
owl told hiui that he was destined, not 
only to become a great dancer, but also 
a ^'reat medicine man who would work 
wonders on the reservation. At the 
expiration of ton minutes, by the cliief's 
watch, Jimmie looked the least bit 
fatigued, but he would not give in, The 
pjunding on the wooden benches sur- 
rounding the cliaruied circle and the 
beating of drums commenced with re- 
doubled vigor. Jimmie bad to 
continue. Tlien commenced a series 
coatortiona well worthy of the high paid 
Oriental dancers. The chant was taken 
up by the spectators, who continued it 
in a low monotone, inexpressibly mel- 
ancholy. The smoke from the fire added 
to the sombre aapect of affairs. To give 
a fitting finale to hia exhibition, the 
new ligiit becameeven more lively in his 
contortions until eshausted nature cried 
out, and tlie lithe-bodied brave sank 
down in dangerous proximity to tbe 
emonldering lire. 

The scene was weird in the ex- 
treme. The only light provided was 
from the iittiil blaze in the centre of the 
building, and the dark forbidding-look- 
ing countenances which surrounded it 
Inu. added to the gloom, 

Jiiiiuiie Kraser won hia spurs last 
iiighi. Long will bis dance be remem- 
bered in ttio reservation. No more 
need ho follow the menial occupations of 
hia brethern, for by this time he is 
known as a great dcncer and reciter of 
weird, hair-raising tales sufflclently 
gruesome to Batisfy the most blase brave 
on tiie reaerve. 

Chief Cooper explained that the dance 
introduced by .Timmie was the Meathla, 
a solemn sort of an aflair, much condu- 
cive to }>y amongst the Indiaua. 

.Jiiinjiie is only twenty-two. He has a 
lithe, active body and, from what could 
Ii3 ae.^ri of it, an intelligent, shreivd coun- 
tenance. Thereia no necessity for Jim- 
mie to go the Klondike at preeout.

■' \Vhi ii he saw thi.t tho ofHcer 'was pre- 
pnriiig to lire tho gun and at tho sanio 
lime ob.-ervrd that the breech of tho 
gun wa.s not lucked, tho only thing that 
occurred to him to prevent tho gun be- 
ing discharged vas to destroy the cir- 
cuit, which he did promptly and effect- 
ively. When all this occurred, there 
wa.s a charge of .'i.^jO pounds of ])owder 
in tho gun, another charge of tlie same 
: ixo in tho turret ready to be served, and 
tho passageway leading to tbe powder 
ma^fttzine was wide open.

1 barge lying in Iho turret, this explo-

Imvc giiuo up in the air. A thought tliat 
has orcuireil to me i.s tliis: Sr.p]iosu tho 
I'.ccidciiC had occurred, what do you 
iiittigiue the verdict of a board of in- 
iiuiry a.s to the cau.so of tho loss of tho 
.'^^liiji would have been? Since his cxperi- 
cni'o the department has adopted elec- 
trical lueanri to ])reviiit tleMlischargo of 
any of the largi' guuK until the brnich 
i.s locked."

Tho fish is fed on the food 
I'l st s.uitcd to its condition or most like- 
ly to suit its fancy. 

It may lie mi the bottom of tho tanlc 
niotionlcss for hour.s, like :i sick jiorson 
in a bed. It may sometimes seem to bo 
dead, but a closer inspection will show 
a feeble movement of tho gill covers, 
which markstlio fish's respiration.

trade. 

THE SCHOOL TRUSTEES 

AND THE CITY COUNCIL. 

A (|uestiou of considerable interest is 
raised by the letter of Mr. Jas. A. Ray- 
mur, city auditor, read at the meeting 
of the city conncil on Monday and printed 
in yesterday's Coi.oxist. It is as to the 
right of the auditor to paaa upon the ex- 
pediency of expenditures by the school 
l)oard. Thia ia not exactly the way it is 
raised, but substantially it cornea to 
that. In effect the Bohool board con- 
tends that the only duty of the auditor 
is to examine the accounts, and if they 
appear correct upon their lace to certify 
to the statement. The auditor appears 
to liold that he ia charged with the 
<luty of examining into the nature of 
the several items, and that he may 
properly refuae to certify, if in hia opin- 
ion some of the expenditnrefl ouglit not 
to have been incurred. For example: 
It seems to be the rulo of the 
board when it hires a teacher 
otlier person not to recognize tlie 
broken parts of a month, when the 
iirtn of hiring actually begins before the 
middle of the month, and when it be- 
gins aftet the middle of the mouth to 
begin payment at the middle. To thia 
the auditor objects, and the (luestion 
itrisea aa to whether hia objection shall 
prevail. The law on the Bubjoct of 
teachera' aalariea ia found in sectiou 24 
of the School Act. which reada as followe : 

The aalariea of the teachera employed 
in the public achools of Victoria, Van- 
couver, New WeatminBter and JSanalmo 
shall be fixed and paid at 'the discretion 
of the school truateea of the said cities 
M'spectivoly. • 

The trustees claim that this gives 
I li'iiii discretion to fay at what date a 
iiiriug shall be undexBtoodto begin, and] 



even if that discretion aeems to have 
been improperly exerciaed the auditor 
has no right to refuae his certificate to 
the accounts. It is obvioua that such a 
claim cannot be admitted in its entirety, 
for in Buch a caae the city might be 
Called upon to sanction expenditures 
that are grossly improper. The word 
discretion does not mean whim, but 
what Is known aa a legal discretion, and 
it is obvioua that if the auditor should 
find in the accounts sent to him to be 
certified a charge that waa clearly irre- 
gular, it would be his duty to refuse to 
certify and report the same to the coun- 
At the same time, we do not see 
how the auditor can set himself up a.s a 
court of appeal from the discretion of the 
school board. Wo think there is a dif- 
ference in principle between two such 
cases aa the following, namely, where 
the board pays a salary for a month, 
when in point of fact the person waa not 
in its employ during that month, and 
where it pays a salary for a month, when 
the teacher baa been in the employ of 
the board for only a part of a month, the 
custom being in auch caaes to pay for a 
whole month. , 

Jlr. Raymur very properly thinks that 
his duly in the nreuiises should he de- 
lined. Section -iO of tho School Act says 
that " the City Council shall annually 
appoint an auditor to audit tho accounts 
of the Board of Tiuatees." Mr. Raymur 
probably doea not want to do anything 
more than ho is required to do by law ; 
but in order that he may do this, there 
must be a definition of what tho law 
means by the words " to audit the ac- 
counts." If it only means that he shall 
see that the bookkeeping ia correct and 
vouchers tally with the amounta, he 
cannot poaaibly be required to inquire 
into the nature and policy of the ex 
penditurea. 

We concede that both bodies being 
elected by tho people to dischargo ci r 
tain duties prescribed by law, there ia 
no principle at stake in the matter. It 
is simply a question of interpretation of 
the statute. If fie legialature baa seen 
fit to say that tho school board aball not 
be responaible to any one except the 
p30ple for the manner injwhich tLe 
money for school purposes is expended, 
there ia tho end of the mat'.er. If the 
intention of the legialtiture waa that the 
auditor appointed by the city ahould 
exercise a supervision over the accounts 
of the board it is his duty to do so, and 
there ia nothing more to be said 

In regard to one of the matters men- 
tioned in Mr. Raymur's letter a few oh 
servations seem called for. He objected 
to the payment of Mr. Doran'a salary 
for July on the ground that he resigned 
during the month, which waa a holiday 
month. The board claims that thia 
payment was obligatory upon it, under 
Article 4, Clause 1, of the Rules and 
Regulations prescribed by the govern- 
ment, which have the force of law 
That regulation cays : 

Teachers on the permanent stafTat the 
close of the school year (June 30th) who 
have been employed for more than half 
of the prescribetl teaching days iu the 
year, shall be paid their usual salaries 
for J uly 

It scema reasonable to hold that even 
though Mr. Doran resigned during 
Jaly, he did so knowing that under the 
regulation he was entitled to his full 
salary for the month. The law of the 
land is a part of every transaction 

Perhaps the moat aerious question 
raised in connection with the aCTairs 
of the Ecliool board waa that caused by 
tlie action of the mayor in drawing at- 
tention to the fact that the board asked 
for over .to^.OOO while the city had only 
$43,000 to give. In consequence of this 
the board waa notified to reduce ita esti 
mates to the latter amount. This raises 
a point that must be disposed of sooner 
or later, and the present ia as good a 
time as any for that purpose. The law 
on the point is found in Section 37 of the 
School Act and roads aa follows: 

The Board of Truateea shall, on or be- 
fore the first day of February in each 
vear, cause to be prepared and laid be- 
fore the City Cotiiicil, a detailed estimate 
of the EUins rBi[uired by llio Boiirti for 
the current year's ordinary expunsea of 
maintaining the schools aa they exist at 
tlie time of the making ol auch estimate, 
whicli sum shall be paid over from time 
to time as required upon the order of tho 
trustees by theeity treasurer to the sev- 
eral persona or corporations for whoae 
use Bucii moneya are payable. 

The section then goea on to apeak of 
special or extraordinary expenditures, 
the estimate of which is subject to alter- 
ation and approval by the council, and 
in the event of a lefueal by the council a 
by-law must betubmitted to the electors 
if the board aball so desire. It ia claim- 
ed, and apparently with great force, that 
this aection givca the board the right to 
say how much money shall be spent on 
tho schools for ordinary expenditure, 
and that the council must find the 
money. At preaont there ia no queation 
about special expanditurea involved. 
If tho city aball refuae to pay 
the ordera of the board, and by 
reason of non-payment a judgment is 
secured against the board, tho city 
couucil muat levy and collect the 
amount. Now, if the board haa the ex- 
cluaive right to make contracts and if on 
its failure to carry them out through 
lack of funds and judgment being recov 
orod the city nitist pay, it would aeem 
to toll ow that tho city is bound to pay 
without the judgment being obtained. 
Hence if tba board estimatea that $52,- 
000 is needed for ordinary achool pur- 
poses, it aeema aa if the council baa no 
alteiaative left btifc to 'find the money.

Why is there ao much more respect 
for law in Canada than in the United 
States, even in such remote localities as 
Alaska and the Yukon' The answer is 
that in Canada the laws are administer- 
ed without fear or favor; while in the 
United States those charged with the 
duty of seeing that law ia enforced fear 
the political influences of their acta, and 
are too much given to favoring influ- 
ential friends. Permanency of office iu 
the one case and abort tenure in the 
other are doing their natural work. Of 
personal fearlessness there is quite aa 
much among the judges and officers of 
the law in one country as in the other 
The respective systems and their tra 
ditions produce good results in Canada 
and evil results in the United States. 



Ix order to carry their respective 
points, it is said that those United 
States senators who favor tho annexa- 
tion of Hawaii and those who favor the 
recognition of Cuban belligerency, have 
agreed to unite their forcea and pasa a 
single resolution favoring both schemes 
It seems hardly credible that so un 
seemly a thing could be done even in 
the United Slates senate, and perhaps 
the story ia only one of those seuaatiouB 
that ingenious Washington correspond 
enta invent from time to time. It ia in 
toreating to note in thia connection that 
there ia considerable fear manifest in 
Madrid of some stej) being taken by the 
United Slates tluit may precipitate 
trouble.

not stand alone in the contest.

The decision of the Dominion govern- 
ment as the result of the conference be- 
tween the ministers and the ofUcers of 
the Montreal and Toronto boards of 
traVIe on Monday, meets with the ap- 
proval of the buainess men of Victoria, 
taking aa examples a number of those 
apoken to yeaterday at haphazard. The 
recommendation of the conference was 
that the government should make ar- 
rangements to refund at the border the 
amount of duty deposited at Skagway or 
Dyea on Canadian goods, ao that a man 
taking Canadian goods across the strip 
of disputed territory would not be 
obligetl to go back to the coast to re- 
ceive his refund as required under the 
United States regulations. The advices 
from Ottawa yesterday show that the 
government have passed an order-iu- 
couucil authorizing Canadian customs 
officials at the summit of the passes to 
redeem the certificates of the amount of 
duty deposited at Skagway or Dyea and 
ao save ail inconvenience to the miners. 

Mr. D. K, Ker, late president of the 
B. 0. Board of Trade, expressed satis- 
fation at the action taken, and ho was 
also pleased at the attention shown by 
the Montreal and Toronto boards of trade 
in sending delegatea to Ottawa in the 
intereat of British Columbia and Canada 
generally. His own idea had been that 
the buainess men of Vancouver and Vic- 
toria ahoald join together to form a 
strong guarantee or tranaportation com- 
pany ao that merchants in the cities 
could quote a rate for freight delivered 
at the aummit so as to save the miner 
all trouble. However the government 
had come to a good decision and he 
thought it would work admirably. 

Mr. Thomas Earle, LI. P., aaid that 
while he did not consider that the regu- 
lations oU'ered by the United States 
were by any means Batisfactory nor 
framed in a spirit of fair play to meet 
the Canadian government half way, yet 
the Dominion Government had under 
the circumstances decided on as good a 
plan as they could to 'ofTaet the diffi- 
culty. 

Mr. G. A. Kirk, president of the B. C. 
Board of Trade, was of opinion that the 
plan decided upon by the government 
was better than having a tranaportation 
company to guarantee the dutiea and 
look after the refund. The Canadian cue- 
toma ofliciala would be taking in large 
sums cf money at the boundary from 
miners entering witti goods bought in 
the I'nited States, and, therefore, when 
men with Canadian goods came along, 
the customs peojile would take over 
their certificatua, paytliem their refund, 
and aend the certiliciitoa to Dyea for the 
refund from tlie United States authori- 
tiea. It would make, indeed, an easier 
and safer mode for the Canadian cus- 
toms oflicers to aend money to the Coast 
by way of certificates than by sending

An English Opinion of the Fighting DIen of 
the United States. 

Congreasman McClellan, a member of 
the committee on military aflairs, aaid 
the House of Repreaentativea at 
Washington that the United State ) army 
waa little better than a clumsily organ- 
ized police force, top heavy with gold- 
laced staff ofBceiB, the majority of whom 
were unttained and unfit to command in 
anything above the level of a Btroot 
parade. 

The Linden Daily Mail reports the 
speech, and says that Mr. McClellan de- 
clared the war department to depend 
largely on private manufacturers (or 
arms and ammunition. It had prepared 
no plans for niubilising the troopa, en- 
rolling the militia, enlisting volunteers, 
or conducting a poasiblecamjmign. The 
United States, under the present con- 
ditions, declared Mr. McClellan, could 
not organize an ellicient army of a quar- 
ter of a million men for an invasion of 
Canada in leaa than aix montha, aa the 
State Militia would be of little service. 
Altbougb many people regarded war 
lightly, the country was in practically 
the same deplorable condition as France 
in 1870.

The etand taken by City Auditor 
James L. Rayniur with reference to the 
public school finances, aa fully detailed 
iu his report to the council on Monday 
evening laat, has naturally provoked 
many expreaaiona of opinion and much 
controversy among those who take a 
direct interest in municipal allaira. Mr. 
Raymnr's position was comiirehonsively 
set foi'th in liis coiniminication to the 
council, appearing iti yesterday's issue 
o£ the Colonist. Yesterday IMr. Charles 
Hayward, as chairman of the school 
board, waa astced for an expression of 
hia viewe, conatitutinp; the other aide of 
the question. 

" Yes," said he to the interviewer, 
" I iiave carefully considered Mr. 
Auditor Raymur's reasons for declining 
to certify the annual financial statoniont 
of the school board, and am amazed at 
the extraordinary poaitioii he has as- 
sumed. If his contention amounts to 
anything; the representatives of the peo- 
ple on the board will in the future be 
mere puppets and he the Great Mogul 
and controller of the educational interest 
of the city. 

" 1 havu been on the board for a num- 
i)er of years, and liave alwuya supposed 
until now that the School Act meant 
what it said, that the school expendi- 
ture and salaries were to be fixed and 
paid at the discretion of the trustees, 
and 1 am not aware of any 
amendment to the efl'ect, provided 
it suited Mr. Raymur's peculiar views. 

" Of course it looks well in print for 
Mr. Raymur to pose apparently aa a 
vigilant and economical auditor, but to 
those who are acquainted with the essen- 
tial principles of the school law he has 
made an exhibition of himselt that is 
truly lamentable. He objects to certain 
teachers being paid for the full month, of 
.\uf;ust and one for the month of July, 
overlooking the fact that the trustees 
were bound to conform to the statute 
and the well established usage through- 
opt the province. 

" Nor does he seem to realize that any 
lireach of the school law would result in 
the whole of the per capita grant of over 
^IS.OOO per annum being lost to the city 
of Victoria as it is expressly conditioned 
that the grant is payable only while the 
school laws continue to be observed. 

" jNIr. Raymur saya that the school 
board have extraordinary ideaa as to the 
duties and functioua of an auditor. I 
am not aware of any. They certainly 
expect that the auditor will satisfy him- 
self that the expenditure is within the 
authority of the board and is properly 
voted, vouched for and honestly paid to 
the parties intended by the board, and 
that the books have been properly and 
correctly kept — and having done that I 
submit that it is a mo9t unwarrantable 
stretch of his authority to refuse to cer- 
tify to them because his own ideas of the 
necessity or prudeuceof certain expendi- 
tures do not agree with the trustees'. 

"His refusal places him above the 
legislature, governor-in-council, and all 
the authorities of the land, and does the 
school bLmrd the great injustice of im- 
plying that their is something wrong or 
(liahumst iu the accounts. Ho had a 
perfect right, and it waa hia duty, if the 
flgurea given did not agree with the 
books, to have made the necessarv 
alterationa. But to let it be inferred 
that the accounts were crooked in con- 
sequence of the trustees making pay- 
ment strictly within their powers, and 
in accordance with the act, because ho 
disagreed with them, is the most singu- 
lar position for an auditor to take that I 
have ever heard of. 

" About the school trustees claiming 
the revenue tax for school purposes — it 
is well known that when some portion of 
the cost of eilucaticiu was thrown upon 
the cities the government of the day 
iiiaile ovci- what wag known as the school 
tax for tlie purpose of inceling this ex- 
j)endit ire, and I wvM remember having 
several intervievvh with the late Hon. 
•John Robsoa in roforeiico to giving the 
trustee board direct authority to collect 
it. His only objection waa the addit- 
ional expense, and when the act waa 
brought iu for making the tranafer, 
' municipal purposes,' waa inserted in 
ordi'r tii-il any balance available might 
be used for genera! city purpoficp. 

" I do not know how liio all'.iir will 
leruiinate. Tiie tiufjties cM'tainly will 
not allow Mr. Raymur or anybody else 
to usurp powers given tliem by Btatutea 
and which they were elected to uxercise. 
'Pnere will always be the danger of fric- 
tion between the city council and school 
hoard while the i)rescut system pre- 
v.iils, and it would now he an opportune 
time to ask the legislature to place the 
revenue tax, special rate and government 
grant directly in the hands and control 
of citv school trustees."

In the party are five ladlea, wives of the 
heads of the company, who will brave 
the dangers of the North with their hus- 
bands in (luest of the precious yellow 
metal, 

The personnel of the party is unique. 
There are in it'colonela, majors, cap- 
tains and lieutenanta, late of the U. b. 
army, a doctor, a aubmarlne diver, a 
ni.val architect, and aeveral expert min- 
ers. 

The memb&ra of the party are : P. D. 
Whitehead (Commodore) and wife, Chi- 
cago ; Col. W. W. Winwood and wife, 
Chicago ; Andrew Johnson and 
wife, and Charles liiichan and 
wife, also of the Windy City; 
Major W. II. Gilmore, of Central City, 
Colorado; Captain I'iucii and Dr. A. ,1. 
Richter, Milwaukee; A. C. Burnham, 
Oro, B.C.; K. N. Johnson, Central City, 
Colorado; Charles Nickelt and Lorin 
Finch, Milwaukee; Charles Holt, Topp- 
niah. Wash.; Blamey Stevena, Manches- 
ter, Eng. ; Henry Neukot, Chicago ; and 
Pat. McGuinn, Oential City, Colorado. 

If the heads of the party carry out 
their present plans it will perhaps be 
the most complete expedition of the 
kind tiiat has yet gone north. They 
will take witli them on the steaniehip 
Pakahan on the 15th instant a dredging 
Bteamer built by one of the party. 
Lieutenant Stout, about 00 tons 
of mining machinery and supplies 
aufiicient to do them for eighteen 
months. The Gypsy (^leeii, their j 
dredging steamer, will be j)ut to work on | 
the beds of the Ilootnlinciua, Htewart, i 
Pelly, Big and Little Salmon rivers, i 
where the party will immediately pro- j 
ceed upon reaching the Stikine. To I 
transport their supplies they fake with ; 
them forty horsea and forty bob-sleighs, 
they having been specially built for the 
purpose of travelling over the snow and | 
ice. 

Commodore Whitehead, of CLicaeo, 
organix.ed the party aome time ago, and 
aa soon as the members were got to- 
getlier a conference was held at 
which the decision was reached 
that they should outlit entirely in 
British territory. Coinuiodore Wliito- 
iiead has been looking into Victoria 
prices, and he promiaea, as the result of 
hia inquiries, to give before he leavea an 
interesting comparison of the prices here 
with the prices extant in American cit- 
ies. His decision to outfit his party here 
is the moat conclusive argument yet 
given in favor of Victoria as an outfit- 
ting point. 

The ladies of the party, as far as ap- 
pearances go, ('an well ataud the rigors 
of a northern climate and the hard life 
incident to eiich a trip aa they contem- 
plate taking. They ^ppear to bo full of 
liope as to the ultimate result of the ex- 
pedition, and in point of equipment will 
no doubt be better prepared to take the 
somewhat h.izardous trip north than 
many of the women who have succeea- 
ully preceded them. 

Aa regards the members of the party. 
Major W. IL Gilmour has been a prac- 
tical miner for a number of years, and 
only recently reaiened a poaition as 
superintendent of a group of Colorado 
(juartz niinps. Messrs. Patrick Mc- 
Guinn and E. N. Johnson were also re- 
cently engaged in mining in Gilpin 
county, Colorado. Captain Finch was 
for eighteen years in tlie U.S. service as 
submarine divet, and he haa recently 
been engaged in dredging operations iu 
the Fraaer river in British Columbia. 

Henry Neukot ia a steamboat captain 
of many yeara experience. The party 
will make the Victoria hotel their head- 
quarters while they purchase their sup- 
pliea here and complete the many email 
detaila necessary for their trip.

Two Eugliah Vessels Reach Port 
Heavily Ladon— A Death 
at Sea.

Dayliglit diecloBed the ontlincb of two 
Kagliah merchantmen in port yesterday 
— the bark AUonby in tho Royal Roads, 
and tho ahip Agues Ojwald in Ebqaiinttll 
— botli with general car^oee for \'ii;toria 
and Vancouver busirieaa hoiiQeB. Under 
a fair wind, both cumo to an r.nchorage 
without tho aBsiatance of ii tug, having 
been two ol tluit fleet of thir- 
teen vessela which the ligbthouae- 
keeper at Carniauab reported by 
wire on Monday as passing up the 
.Straits. The Ailonby is in charRe ol 
Oapt. ICerry. and she has as a passenger 
Mra. Kerry, the ekipper's wife, who w.is 
very sick throughout the voynge. Tlie 
trip was very rough, and this fact told 
severely on Mra. ICerry. A call at Ual- 
Iko was made lu her behalf, and after a 
week under medical treatment she 
recuperated sufficiently to continue 
tho paaeage. Oil' Cape Horn the wea- 
ther waa extremely roujih, and sail 
after anil waa lost. (Some of tlie eliip'e 
riguing aleo eullereti, but otberwieo she 
eei'aped damage and covered the trip in 
ISOiiaya, including tliQ week spent at 
Callao. She reports the death from con- 
Humption of an apprentice named Fred. 
Chapman, a young Engliah lad, who waa 
a general favorite on board, lie died in 
Atlantic waters on the first of October. 
The AUonby comes consigned to R. P. 
Rithet & Co., and of a cargo of 2,300 
tons of freight a quantity of naval stores 
will be the first of it discharged. After 
thia is unloaded the ahip will be brought 
n'onnd to tho outer wharf. Captain 
Kerry roporta liaving spoken several 
ships on liis voyage, the Oliilian bark 
Hindoatan, familiar in theae waters, 
aua i)rtrih:iilarly at the Inlut, be- 
ing cue of them. She waa apoken 
oil' tlie Cape and was tho only one Cap- 
tain Kerry could recognize in a lleet of 
eleven sail. In latitude about 30 N. and 
longitude 13.5 W. ho spoke the ship I-'uy 
Castle, bound for Tacoma. 

With tlie arrival of tlie sliip Agnes 
OawoUl, Captain Nicol, cornea the long 
delayed cargo of the ship Pass of Bal- 
maha which left England /or thia port 
nearly a year and a half ago. The Pasa 
of Baiinaha'B miaadventure in Southern 
watera and the sliaiiieful conduct of her 
captain on the occaaion, which coat him 
his certificate, have been fally chronicled 
in the Colonist, Tho ehip only last 
week arrived home, having sailed from 
the Falkland islanda the very day that 
the Oswald sailed for Victoria. She 
had been badly damageil. but 
repaired temporarily for the voyage. 
The bulk of the cargo was transferred 
direct to the Oswald at Stanley, which 
port was loft Sli days ago. It ia a gen- 
eral freight and thegreater part of ithaa 
not been in auy way damt god by water. 
Second Mate Hodgina and three Bailors 
of tho Paaa of the Balmaha are now 
aboard the Oswald, the first mentioned 
having only Eccured his ofEcer's papers 
at Stanley.

The keel waa 
smnshed in amidshipa ami the forefoot 
terribly twiated. Once on the waya the 
Albion Iron VVo-ksCo. immediately put a 
gang of men at work removing the 
damaged portions. They will work 
night and days on the steamer until her 
lepairs are complete. Eleven mates 
have got to be renewed, while In different 
places rivets have been loosened.

(lent directed attention to a case coming 
iiriiler hie iioliee not loni a^o, where a 
patient vraa iulniitted to the hospital 
who had not been in tho city more thnn 
three days. In view of the ;;iauy such 
if contingencies ariainj; now that thous- 
ands will be constantly arriving and de- 
liarting, the president fearfd trouble 
mifilit enene later on — that is in the 
crowdiiii;; of tho hoajiital with atraufters 
to llie city. The board, however, Hum- 
uiarily tliapoaed of the quealion, it being 
coufcidered that all identified with the 
lioppiial should be liberal in such mat- 
lers. 

Another question and an nmusinsione 
wne as to tiow hoapital fees Eliould be 
collected for a Chinaman who recently 
came down from the North and who 
died in the hospital. No friende could 
be found to claim tlie body and President 
Wilson BUfrgeated that it be buried and 
the f;rave marked, 6o that later ou when 
tho bonea were claimed, the claimant or 
chiimaiita might bo called upon to make 
«oo(l the account the board would have 
entered up againet tho case. 

Mr. Fluinerfelt thought the matter 
ought lo drop, but his opinion was over-- 
ruleil, and the matter here ended.

Coast of British Colnnibia Surveyed 
for tbe First Time in 
Many Tears. 



P.M.S. Egeria Now at Esqnim&It 
Is to Begin the Work 
in April. 



Perhaps the most important move the 
Imperial government has taken in re- 
gard to tho Britisb Columbia coast line 
was when, last year, the survey ship 
Egeria waa put in commiBaion to make a 
survey ol the west coast of Vancouver 
iBlacd and the coast line of the mainland 
of this province as far as Wrangel 

For many years it has been felt by 
mariners who travelled tho waters to 
the north that some steps should be 
taken to mark out more minutely the 
dangerous shoals, rocks and currents, 
particularly in the inside channel be' 
tween the mainland of Britiah Columbia 
and Vancouver island. This necessity 
to them became paramount as soon as 
the Klondike excitement commenced 
when, iuatond of one, ten veseela 
plied the waters of tho northern 
gatewaya of the gold fielda. No 
steps, however, of any importance 
were taken by the Dominion govern- 
ment in the matter, and it was owing 
chiefly to the extensive travel of British 
men of war up the northern coast, that 
it waa decided that a new survey ol the 
whole coast line of the western coaet of 
Vancouver island and the inner channel 
aa tar aa Wrannel at least, was absolute- 
ly neceaaary for the future safety of the 
men of war who ply these waters. 

While tho Imperial government, aC' 
cording to Captain Smythe of the Egeria, 
considered that the Dominion govern 
ment should aeaiat in the work it was 
decided, nearly a year ago, owing to tho 
apparent slowness of the latter to 
move in the matter, to send out the 
Egeria to remedy any defects in existing 
charts. 

The Egeria arrived in Eequimalt on 
Monday, and after she ia thoroughly re 
fitted, which will take until April 1, she 
will start out on her long and arduous 
trip. Aa soon as new discoveries of 
dangerouB reefs, rock and currents are 
made they will be sent to the Imperial 
naval authorities, and new charts and 
maps for temporary uae will be made 
and sent out here. When it is remem 
bered that not ainpe 1SG3 have any 
changes of importance been made in the 
existing charts, the value of the present 
work can well bo understood, particu- 
larly by the newly fledeed pilots and 
captains whom the Klondike excite- 
ment has directly broagfat into ex- 
iatence. It is a well known fact 
in local marine circles that the route 
selected by most of the northern bound 
steamers abounds in dangers wliichhave 
been generally under-estimated by the 
public; and the fact that shortly these 
will be made known by the work of the 
Egeria will ibe thoroughly appreciated. 

In particular, Capt. ,Smythe will thor- 
oughly investigate the Seymour Narrows, 
in order to aacertain the exact conditions 
of the currents afld the .bept time lor 
vessels to pasB tbrpiigh. 

Cant. Morris H. Smythe was teen On 
board tbe Egeria yesterday, when he 
gave the following interesting statements 
in relfition to the proposed work of the 
Egeria ; 

"Although I have received no recent 
definite orders regarding the Burveye we 
are to make along the British Columbia 
coa-st line, excepting those given 
UB when we were commisaioneil 
last year, it ia pretty fully understood 
that when we are reli'ting here we will 
gT up tlio west CLi^st uf VancDUVer 
lalanii and also up the in-ide pus-age 
through Britiali waters, and take snr- 
veya of the coast lines, ))articulurly in 
places complained of by mariners and 
oui naval ufficere. I might state that 
the work done by Capt. Walhran, of tbe 
Canadian government steamer Quadra, 
in recent years, aa regards your coast 
lino, has been, as far as I can learn, of 
great value to mariners, and we will be 
guided to a certain extent in our move- 
ments by information he has obtained. 
In fact, through the many discoveries he 
has made recently of dangerous shoala 
and reefs, tho Imperial government was 
almost directly led to lake its present 
move. 

"However, Capt. Walhran, owing to 
hia other work, haa not been able to iol- 
luw out thia work aa thoroughly as he 
would wish, and our aim will be to take 
ia up where he left ofl'and make it most 
complete. 

"The moat important surveys alone the 
British Columbia lines were made be- 
tween tho years IS.'iG and 1863, when 
Capt. Richards, now Vice Admiral .Sir 
George Richards, in command of the 
Plumper and Hecate, made the surveys 
now seen in the existing charts. Capt. 
Pender, since deceased, assisted him in 
what was then considered a thorough 
survey, but at the present time the 
waters are more travelled, an<l tho re- 
cint wrecka along your very danKeroua 
coast have made a new aurvoy im- 
porativo. 

"Itiat ia what wo are hero for, ami 
we hope to map the route aa far 
118 Britiah waters are concerned at least, 
aa aafo as an accurate survey can make 
it. You must understand, however, that 
in making tbie survey the trend of opin 
ion at home is that the Dominion gov 
ornment should take the initiative as re 
gards the small harbors and innermost 
waters. We are here chiefly to inspect 
and survey the waters that the men-of- 
war will use in their trips up N9rth, and 
it remains for your government to com- 
ploie the survey in extenso, 

" I expect to receive minute particu- 
lars later on as to tho exact work I am 
to do, and I understand that whoa any 
discovery of importance ia made by ua it 
ia to bo sent immediately to the hom^ 
office, and the charts will be revised, 
einporarily perhaps, to be of immediate 
ise." 

Oapt. Smythe further stated that as 
regards the route to the North by the 
river paesage, he understood that the 
United States survey vessel Patterson 
had, last summer, made some important 
discoveries in American waters which 
would shortly be made public. He ia of 
the opinion that the Dominion govern"" 
ment might act more onorgetically in 
tho matter of surveying tho coast lines' 
of British Columbia, as he is co»ivinced. 



wrecks, much work could be done in 
this respect. 

The £geria, eight years ago, waa con- 
verted into a survey ship, and baa since 
done excellent work in various parts 
of the British Empire. After she 
was commissioned last, year she 
spent the interveniug time to the 
present, in surveying waters' frequented 
by British men-of-war along the coast of 
South America, her last work prior to 
coming here being along tho coaat of 
Chili. She ia not a prepossessing vessel 
to look at, but ia splendidly adapted for 
the work she is conuniaaioned for. At 
present the Egeria ia being dismantled, 
and soon tho v;ork of refitting her 
throughout will be in full swing. Mari- 
ners who travel tbe northern route will 
hail her arrival with unmixed joy, for 
her work in theae waters will no doubt 
fill a long felt ■want. 

Captain Smytho, while new to these 
waters is thoroughly acquainted with 
the claas of work he is to do, having 
been similarly engaged in India and 
Anstralia. He is a typical British naval 
oflicer, bluff, energetic, but courteous. 

CAUGHT IN THE ACT. 

A Bad Man From Texas Seized Before He 
Could Use His Gun. 

There was a little exhibition in real 
life early yesterday morning of tho 
thrilling portion of the Wild West show 
where the villain draws hia gun and 
hawk-eyed detective just in time grasps 
tho weapon and ovori)owora the deeper 
ado. For the past few dayfj Peter J 
Neilaon has been peddling around little 
packages of sticking plaster and appeal- 
ing to the sympathy of tlie public on tho 
Btrength of a disabled right hand. On 
Monday night he sold to a Miaa Scott, 
who lives on Douglas street, an Astra- 
chan cloak for ^7. The purchaser, on 
showing it to one of her Iriends, was 
told that the cloak was a valuable one 
and was therefore probably stolen, She 
accordingly sent after Neilson and de- 
sired him to take the cloak back, giving 
him the benefit of her suspicions. Neil- 
son got angry, pulled oat a six shooter 
and threatened to slaughter the lady, 
who then sent for Detective Perdue. 
The detective discovered in the early 
morning hours that Neilson had a room 
at the Empire and he also found an 
owner for the cloak in the person 
of Miss Mabel Rivera, a resident 
of the Palace. Knowing Is'^oilson 
had a gun Detective Perdue 
accompanied by ex-provincial constable 
Fred. Bevan, went to his room and, as 
ho refuaed to open the door, a master 
key turned the lock and the officers en- 
tered. Just aa thoy got inside Neilaon, 
who was in bed, swung round hia left 
arm with a pistol in it. Perdue waa just 
close enough to catch the arm as it came, 
Bevan jumped on NeiUon'sback and the 
bad man from Texas was a prisoner. He 
waa locked up and a few hours later his 
chum, Lawrence A. Daly, alias George 
Miller, was also under arrest. On hie 
way to tbe lockup Daly tried to got liis 
hand inside his shirt, out was prevent- 
ed, and on being searched a razor was 
found hidden in his shirt, the weapon 
depending from a long string round Da- 
ly's neck, like a dangerous locket. Three 
chargea were entered againat Nelson, 
one tor atealing, another of pointing a 
revolver at detective Perdue and a third 
of pointing a revolver at Miss Scott, 
Daly baa ^wo chargea hanging over him, 
one for vagrancy and a second for carry 
ing a concealed weapon.
